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How to Kill Moths. 


A set of furniture that seemed to be 
alive with the larve, from the month 
it came new, and from which hun . 
of these pests had been picked and 
brushed, was set into a reom by itself. 
Three gallons of benzine were pur- 
chased, at thirty cents a gallon, retail. 
Using a small watering pot, witha 
fine sprinkler, the whele tari 
was saturated through and throug 
with tne benzine. Result: Every 
moth, larve and egg was killed. The 
benzine dried out in an hour, and its 
entire odor disappeared in three or 
four days. Not the slightest harm 
happened to the varnish, or wood, er 
fabrics, or hair stuffing. That was 
months ago, and net a sign of a moth 
has since ap The ts were 
also well sprinkled all round the sides 
of the room with equally good effect. 
To have known this two years ago 
would have been worth at least $50 in 
the saving to a single set of furniture, 


most annoying labor. For furs, flan 

nels, indeed all woolen articles con- 
taining moths, benzine is most val- 
uable. Put them in a box, sprinkle 
them with benzine, close the box 
tightly, and in a day or two the pests 
will be exterminated, and the benzine 
will all evaporate on opening. Ben- 
zine in fluid er vapor form is very in- 
flammable; therefore, when using it 
have no fire or light burning in the 
room—not even a match on the floor 
te be trod en. With this precaution 
it is safe. With the windows open its 
odor even will soon disappear.— Amer- 
ican Agriculturist.

HOW TO COOK MEAT. 


The Way to Retain the Juices and Pre- 
vevt Toughening. 


The frequent failures in stewing 
and boiling generally arise from the 
processes being carried on too quickly. 
‘*Boiled to rags” is the miserable but 
graphic description of a piece of meat 
that, instead of simmering gently over 
a slow fire, is kept bobbing furiously 
up and down the pot, the savoury 
steam being. driven up the chimney, 
carrying with it the nourishing and 
relishing properties that, under better 
managemeut would have been retained 
in the meat. In 

BAKING AND ROASTING 

The chief fanlt lies in overcooking, 
which makes the meat hard and tough ; 
but the great art in all cookery is to 
apply the heat, whether dry or wet, 
so as to fix the albumen, and so coat 
over the meat at the first, It is this 
which makes boiling so favourite a 
mode of cooking, fur, the meat becom- 
ing charred, the evaporation of the 
juices is retarded and a higher flavour 
generated. 

All boiled meat should be put en in 
hot water to set the albumen and re- 
tain the juices. This rule should be 
taken notice of and attended to. 


NOT ONE WOMAN IN TEN 


Knows how to put meat on to boil, far 
less the why and the wherefore! 
Roasting requires a strong, steady 
heat, and the length of time for a 
middle-sized joint is about a quarter 
of an hour to every pound. But no 
exact rule can be laid down, as it de- 
pends on the weather, the time the 


family for whom it is prepared; but it 
should be borne in mind that an over- 
done roast just means that more of the 
juices are extracted, the meat rendered 
less succulent, and consequently less 
nourishing and digestille.—Agricu/tu- 
ral (faz the.

In spite of his 
gibbering and make-believe Indian 
characteristics he speaks good Eng- 
lish. It is all put on because he 
knows that his antics will bring him 
the paltry quarters, which, if asked 
for in the name of simple charity, 
would be refused. Who can blame 
the poor lad for resorting to charlatan- 
ism to put food in his mouth, when, 
if he told the truth, he would have 
te go hungry. The first night he 
came to town he acted quietly and 
asked several persons in good English, 
and io a respectful manner, for money 
enough to get him a bed and some- 
thing to eat. Not getting what he 
desired in this way, he resorted to his 
Comanche racket to raise the wind. 
It is not creditable to our charity that 
he should do this to keep off hunger, 
or flattering to our intelligence that 
it should-be successful. The boy is 
about 17 years old, and says he was 
captured by the Comanches when 
seven years of age and held a prisoner 
among them for nine years.
